Crontlemen, 

I beg  to  present  ray  Report  for  19^5.  It  is  a nore 
extensive  Rerort  this  year,  for  the  fact  that  it  is  a Survey 
covering,  to  some  extent,  five  years. 


The  District  is  wholly  an  agricultural  one.  A good 
proportion  of  the  workers,  hovrever,  s^re  employed  in  the  large 
engineering  works  a,t  Rugby , a minor  proportion  on  the  railways 
and  the  remainder  generally  in  small  trades  and  on  the  land. 
There  are  no  extensive  v.-orks  in  the  District.

No  case  od  Opulialmia  Neonatorui'i  or  Encephalitis  lithargica  ha?i 
occurred  during  the  .year  and  none  diiring  the  last  5 years.

The  District  is  too  scantily  populated  to  require  Day  nurseries 
and  School  clinics. 


Sanitary  Circumstances . 

The  water  supnly  is  derived  from  surface  v/ells  and  is,  on 
the  whole,  satisfactory  and  generally  sufficient.  in  very  dry 
v/eather  the  supply  at  Lilbourne  becomes  small.  There  may  be 
minor  pollution  of  small  streams  in  isolated  cases,  but  not  to  any 
injurious  extent,  as  there  are  no  rivers  or  large  strea:ns  in  the 
District. 

Drainage  and  Sev/age  is  generally  sufficient.  The  Crick 
Sewage  Rorks  have  been  renovated  at  a cost  of  £447.  10.  0.  Rew 
lengths  of  sev/ers  and  repairs  done  at  Kilsby,  Darby  and  Crick. 

Closet  a.ccomodatlon.  Chiefly  dry-pail  or  conservancy  system. 

Rater-closets  are  inserted  v/here  possible  and  average  5 - 10^  for 
the  whole  district.  Ho  scaveneging  scheme  has  been  adopted,  but  is 
under  consideration  at  Crick.  ’’Tips"  for  refuse  are  available  in 
most  of  the  villages. 

The  number  of  Inspections  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  59. 

8 statutory  and  51  informal  notices,  all  vjith  satisf a.ctor.y  results. 

The  Dlementary  Schools  are  generally  satisfactory  and  the 
sanitary  conditions  good. 

PI0USIHG-. 

The  general  Housing  conditions  are  good  on  the  whole. 

Several  cottages  in  the  district  are  very  old  and  somewhat 
dilapidated.  There  is  no  shortage  for  the  workers  in  the  District, 
but  i-mmediately  a cottage  becomes  vacant  it  is  sns^pped  up  by 
industrial  v/orkers  at  Rugby. 

No  house  has  been  condemned  as  unfit  and  no  closing  orders 

made . 

4 nev;  houses  have  been  erected  during  the  year  by  private 
persons,  2 at  Stanford  with  State  assistance  and  2 without.  At 
the  present  time  3 ethers  are  in  course  of  erection.

The  Housing  conditions  have  not  materially  changed  during  the  last 
5 years. 

Ins pec tlon  and  Supervision  of  Food . 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Hilk  Shops , 

Periodical  visits  are  paid.  Notices  issued  for  cleansing  every 
3 months  and  generally  complied  v;ith.  The  vHnolesomness  of  the  milk 
produced  in  the  District  is  satisfactory.  No  Veterinary  Inspector  ha-s 
been  appointed  in  this  District.  No  tubercular  cattle  have  been  found 
or  surrendered. 

There  are  30  persons  registered  as  covz-keepers , dairymen  or  whole- 
sale purveyors  of  milk.  These  are  under  the  direct  supervision  of 
the  Inspector  and  a ver.y  fair  state  of  cleanliness  is  maintained.  This 
nunber  has  practically  remained  the  same  during  the  last  5 years. 

Slaughter  Houses . 

There  are  5 registered  slaughter-houses  and  1 licensed.  These 
figures  have  not  altered  during  the  last  5 years.  There  is  no  public 
slaughter-house  in  the  District.  The  time  of  slaughtering  is  notified 
to  the  Inspector  and  he  supervises  vzhenever  possible. 

One  beef  carcase  found,  to  be  tubercular  was  voluntarily 
surrendered.  No  other  cases  of  un-sound  meat  have  been  found. 

Bake-houses . 

The  ovzners  are  servp'd  vzith  Notices  ever3z  6 months  and,  on  the 
vzhole,  the  premises  are  clean  and  satisf actory . 
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r actor;/  and  '^Jork shops  Act . 

There  are  20  v/orlishopa  in  the  District  of  a very  niriur 
nature,  including  5 Ba>kehouses.

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  nonour  to  report  that  during  the  year  I925, 
periodical  Inspections  have  heen  made  in  the  several  parishes,  and 
59  notices  - 8 formal  - the  others  informal,  for  abatement  of 
nuisa.nces  issued. 

Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act.  Only  a case  of  scarlet 
fever,  which  occurred  at  Kilshy,  v/as  notified  during  the  year.  The 
patient  was  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Canal  Boats  Acts . 25  boats  vrore  inspected  and  1 contravention 

met  v;ith.  Notice  was  served  and  duly  complied  v/ith.  No  case  of 
infectious  disease  occurred  on  any  of  the  boats. 

Petroleum  Acts.  4 persons  were  licensed  under  these  Acts  at  the 
close  of  the  year.  The  premises  were  inspected  and  found  to  be  kept 
in  accordance  with  the  Acts  and  your  requirements. 

T^ater  r^upplies.  7 samples  of  water  v^ere  submitted  for  analysis,  2 
of  which  vrere  reported  to  be  unfit  for  drinking  purpose?.  Certificates 
under  the  Public  Health  "’’’ater  Act,  I878,  viere  granted  fur  4 houses,  viz., 

1 each  Parby  and  Yelvertoft  and  2 at  Clay  Co ton. 

Slaughter  Houses.  There  are  6 slaughter  houses  in  the  district 
to  which  frequent  visits  have  been  paid,  especially  at  times  of 
slaughtering,  so  far  as  it  was  possible  to  do  so,  Cn  the  whole,  the 
premises  have  been  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition  and  limewashing 
carried  out  every  three  months. 

Unsound  food.  One  beef  carcase  found  to  be  tubercular  v/as 
voluntarily  surrendered. 

Dairies  Cowsheds  and  IJilkshops  Order.  There  are  30  persons'' 
registered  as  cov/keepers , dairymen  or  wholesale  purveyors  of  milk, 
including  three  persons  registered  during  the  year,  and  eleven  retail 
purveyors  of  milk.  Taken  on  the  v/hole,  a fair  state  of  cleanl.iness 
has  been  well  maintained. 

a G t o r y and  U or k s ho p s Act.  The  20  workshops,  including  6 bake- 
houses, have  from  time  to  time  been  inspected,  and  cleansing  of  bakehouce^j 
carried  out  every  six  months. 

Rats  and  Ilice  Act.  It  v/as  not  found  necessary  to  issue  any  neticcu 
under  this  Act,  but  in  a few  instances  advice  was  tendered  and 
generally  acted  upon.
